Correspond- 
enco was re.id from tho Ited and 
Whlto Kevuo producer with regard to 
depreciation on lighting fixtures and 
the new rental charge for Moyse Hall. 
An additional grant was voted to the 
workshop department of tho Players 
Clul.. 

Would Reform Pollinn 

In asking for a revision o£ the 
voting procecdure the IVesldent of tho 
Applied Silence Undergraduate So- 
ciety poiiUed GUI thill by removing the 
polling booth from the Union and es- 
tablishing separate headquarters in 
the faculty buildings a much larger 
vote would be recorded than has been 
the cnso when students have had to 
walk down to tho Union in order to 
record tin Ir selections, lie showed 
that Ihi.'i would give whoever might be 
elected a larger dçmonstratlon of pub- 
lic support. 

The Council decided against the pro- 
posal on tho ground that, after all It 
niny bo better to have recorded only 
the votes of lho.se who are interested 
rnoush tu walk down as far aa tho

U was explained thai 
tho ']trlck' was In making the bot- 
tom the proper thickness. 

To seal two pieces ot tubing was 
the next "stunt." Por pieces of equal 
size the ends were simply held to- 
gether and the jo.-ut boated to fusion 
when it was blown with one end 
corked to ensure unlfoi'm bore. The 
same system was o.pplicd In uniting 
lubes ot unequal diameter after the 
larger had been drawn out to the 
same sIm as the smaller. 

To make a T tube a piece of glass 
vras highly heated in a central por- 
tion, tho flame being gradually drawn 
to a point on the sirto of the tube.

One of Frances' Most Disas- 
trous Crashes Follows Wild 
Speculation 

Describing a previous financial 
crash, Dr. Hector MacKay, Professor 
at tho Kcolc, des Hautes Etudes Com- 
merciale, delivered a lecture last night 
at St. Sulpico Hall, entitled Les 
Chimères de Law. 

Jolin Law was a Scotcliman who 
had travelled widely over Europe. 
Welt educated and of high birth, he 
was accepted in the very highest so- 
ciety, and III 1717 he succeeded in 
getting Phillip of Orleans, regent of 
Franco to appoint him his financial 
adviser. 

At this time the finances of France 
were in a very precarious position, 
tho previous wars having built up an 
immense national debt, and,, at the 
samo time, haying inipoverislied the' 
country. Law at onco Instituted a 
paper money system that was at once 
a success. 

Floats Compani*! 

Kmboldened by this success. Law 
i • 
I floated llio Company ot tho AVest, 

v.-liich was capitalized at a hundred 
million francs, and was to colonize 
Louisiana. Inimcdialciy this was over- 
subscribed, and prices soared. It was 
then enlarged to Include nil Frencli 
trndo in America, Africa, and tho In- 
dies.' Tlius, In the three years 1717 
to nfS, Law mndo himself tho most 
powerful man in France under the I!o- 
gont, he was .it once tho Superinten- 
dant of llic Finances, tho president of 
the Danquo P.oyale. and chief power 
In the Compagnie des Indes. 

His decline was Just as rapid, tlie 
lecturer showed. Tho rapid rise in

Hints for Judges and Speakars 

.\t present there is no comprehen- 
sive compilation to bo obtained In 
Canada or the United States on the 
subject; and It has been felt by the 
Executive that such a text would fill 
a real want, especially since It Is to 
include a series of direct suggestions 
to Judges and speakers a.s well a.s a 
general treatise on tho subject of 
I'ul.llc Speaking. 

In this province outside the unlver- 
.•iily there is nothing now in use 
which comes anywhere near to beliig 
a standard system. Speakers mount 
the platform with mistaken ideas as 
to what they are to be Judged on, and 
Judges themselves base their decisions 
on very different grounds. There Is 
a laclî of cohesion which is perplexing 
t& everyone. 

McGill System 
Jn comparison with other cajtcrn 
Universities; * authorities admit thaT 
McGill has developed a distinctive 
stylo, .and SCcGlll speakers and Judges 
have met with success as a result oi 
adhering to that distinction. Sponsors

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Voting Reform 

AS a result of the large number of last 
'* minute votes cast at the Students' 
Society elections last spring, there has 
irisen a distinct trend towards reform 
Discussion crystallized into action when 
R. A. Grain, President of the Undergrad 
aate Society of the Faculty of Applied 
Science, suggested to the Students' Exe 
tutive Council yesterday that polling 
should take place in the various faculty 
buildings instead of in the Union. 

He submitted that u greater number 
of votes would be cast if each member of 
ihe Society could vote sometime during the 
day between lectures without having to 
make a special trip down to the Union. 
The larger vote would bo a real e.xpression 
ii student opinion and the successful 
tandidate could feel that he really had the 
support of the great body of under- 
graduates.

râ[yanced that polling in faculty buildings 
P^'iis at best rather sloppy and that many of 
the extra votes would not be cast because 
of an increase in interest but on account 
of pressure from friends who would dictate 
to the half-hearted voter which men to 
support. 

But perhaps a more valid objection is 
that which points out that the localization 
of voting will lead to a localization of in- 
terest, which will produce a candidate in 
every faculty and leave the electorate with 
six or seven men to choose between instead 
of two; and, naturally the faculty with the 
largest enrollment would always control 
the whole proceedings. 

Thus it would seem that if voting in 
the Union i.? bad, voting in the faculty 
buildings would be worse. But in reply to 
every difficulty for which the Union has 
J^answer there is always the clinching 
'iS'gument that at least the voters who 
make the trip to the polls now are inter- 
ested voters, and certainly a smaller num- 
ber of these are to be preferred to a larger 
number who vote as their friends request.

Youth 

SIR Oswald Moseley's recent "dictator- 
ship"' manifesto issued in England, 
calling for the abolition of Parliament and 
the substitution of a council of five is 
significant, coming as it does, from one 
who claims to represent the youth of that 
land. It is an unusual gesture in an Eng- 
lish-speaking country against those older 
men who have been in control of govern- 
ments for many years and whose position 
still seems to be .secure. Events within the 
last decade have fostered in many young 
men a strong dislike for the somewhat 
reactionary attitude of llie older genera- 
tion. It must be remembered that Europe, 
in this modern day, is still under the influ- 
ence of men whose youth is fifty years be- 
hind them. These were the men who led 
the world into a war which almost wiped 
out a generation, a generation, which, un- 
der ordinary circumstances would have 
filled the positions at present occupied by 
men well past their prime. 

On the Continent, Youth has begun to 
make its presence felt, more so perhaps 
than elsewhere. The "Youth Movement" 
in Germany and in Italy has almost be- 
come a cult, and it seems that history may 
repeat itself and the Nationalist spirit of 
1848 reanimate the crusade against con- 
servative governments.

Pioneer Work, 

THE suggestion of the President of the 
Debating Society that the Students' 
Society stand behind the publishing of a 
small text-book on public speaking was 
heartily adopted at a meeting of that body 
last night. The proposed brochure, carry- 
ing M'ith it the combined prestige of such 
outstanding orators as Professor Frank 
Scott, of the Faculty of Law, and R. L. 
Calder, K.C., will be a real help to many of 
the debating societies on the campus who 
find that there is more than meets the eye 
in carrying on a speaking contest. 

But useful as the book will be in the 
University, its fuller scope will be found 
among the debating groups of the city and 
among the high school pupils who are just 
beginning to take an interest in oratorical 
training. Since there is no standard work 
on debating to be purchased in either 
Canada or the United States at reasonable 
cost, the Council and the I^ebaling Union 
Society are filling a real vacancy in the 
academic curriculum by lending their sup- 
port- to such a publication. 

Leading authorities today recognize 
McGjU speakers as preeminent in inter- 
collegiate debating, and the reason gen- 
erally advanced is that a peculiar system 
of training is in vogue here different from 
that at any other university. It has very 
little to do with oratpricalgymnastics and 
sets a premium on naturalness in action, 
word and delivery. It is hoped by those 
MBOciated in the production that there will 
come out of it an enunciation of this "Mc- 
Gill style" which will be to Canada what 
the "Oxford style" i.s to the British Isles. 

Perhaps of even greater importance 
than any treatise on delivery, deportment, 
diction and argument will be the appended 
catalogue of hints for both speakers and 
Judges, and it i^. through thesç that the

of the United States.) 

CAMBRIDGE IN AMERICA 

Tho C.U. debating team has so far survived the 
AUantlc,. Chicago, and a visit to the Jtlnnesota 
State Mental Hospital, and has In tho mcontlme 
also undcrgono tho following remarkable series of 
adventures. 

After throo days in 3Cow York wo found our- 
selves plunged Into tho vortex ot Chicago. Wc 
opened our season here ivUh a debato on Science 
before an audience sadly attenuated by tho attrac 
tlons of a rival show In the eliapo of a rallier 
largo size in gang murders which Impressed even 
the cosmopolitan aophiatlcatou ot tho Chicago Tri 
bune by the neatness ot Its execution. 

Mr*. Oatridgo 
While in this clly we received a telegram 
addressed to "The Cambridge Debaters: Jlr. Holds 
worth and Mrs. Oatrldge." This camo as a great 
surprise to the episcopal member of the team. 

On Saturday, we arrived at Gustavus Adolphus 
College, St. Peter, Minnesota, the typical one-horso 
town ot the "movies," where leading lecturers say 
Oh yeah!" and where the hoys and girls of the 
college spend hectlo Saturday nights in. waxing 
slightly amorous over ice-cream. 

We had a "banquet" before tho debate, and 
before tho banquet we ahook hands wUh about 
twenty of the boys clustered on' ono side ot the 
i-oom, and bowed to .about twenty co-eds spread 
shyly over tho other side. Mr. Oatrldge preached 
tho sermon in tho Epi.-icopaliaii Cliurcli next morn- 
ing, and Ûrow a largo and admiring congregation, 
all of whom ho favoured with an assiduous clasp 
of the hand as they passed out. Then occurred the 
visit to the State Mental Hospital, and it was only 
after Mr. Oalrldgo had succeeded In balling out 
Air. Holdsworth that we were aljlo to return to 
civilisation In the shupo of Minneapolis, Minn. 

Badroom Scene • 
Next morning wc were awakened at tho pro- 
posleroua hour of 8:45 by gentlemen of the local 
press armed v/lth flashlight apparatus. Ilesult: 
appearance in tho evening pink edition of a bed- 
room aceno, to wit, Messrs. Holdsworth and Oat- 
lidffe iiittlng in nocturnal attire on tho side ot the 
bed under the caption "Another Foreign Threat!" 

In tho afternoon m-o spoke for eome seven 
minutes each over the wireless from WCCO. 
Cracking what you have always considered with 
duo modesty as your best jokL's, with notliing pre- 
sent but a microphone and a stone-faced announ- 
cer, is about as cheerful as chuckling heartily In a 
deserted graveyard at midnight. 

Strawberry Tuih Tush. 
In the evening wo debated wItU the Minnesota 
State University on whetlicr women should emerge 
from the home or not (Mr. HoldswoVtli^ for, Mr. 
Oatrldge against), the debate being staged in a 
theatre before an audience of eome 3,000, and also 
being broadcast.

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TRUANT SCHOLARSHIP 

Docs cutting Glass hurt scholarship appreciably? 
The aur\'ojr made by the University personnel re- 
search bureau seems to say that it does not; but 
neither newa storlea nor excerpts from expert sur- 
vey» always tell th« compleU «tory. It la unlikely 
that enough emphaala has been laid on the work of 
the student who cuts claaaea most. 

The research was carried out by professors who 
compared grades of class-cuttcrs with those of stu- 
dents who had perfect attendance in the same 
classes. The results showed that those who had the 
most absences still might be leaders, might bo aver- 
ace, might fall below the standard. Grades seemed 
to have no great relation to attendance. 

Grades necessarily ar« based on comparatlvs 
scholarattip alone, and little attention Is paid to the 
proportion of his own ability used by the individual 
student. The grading system counts not ability 
which might bo used but only that displayed. Just 
BO. students may "got by" very well Indeed with- 
out exerting themselves. 

The point here made is that slackers may easily 
have learned littio in a. course, yet may equal the 
grades of those conscientious students who have 
learned much. That is, the slackers may not have 
learned as much as they might have, while the con 
scientloUR students may havo learned all that It is 
possible for them to assimilate. 

Whose scholarship has suffered if those condl 
tlons exist? Wiiose grades are lower than they 
might have been? Does cutting class have any great 
relation to scholarship? It seems possible that the 
man with ability above that small amount by tho 
course who cuts classes, who , seeks only equally 
good courses outside, has' failed,^ in scholarship. He 
has succeeded only in comparative grades.

Thin would all be a very clever ar- 
ranscnicnt if Iho instructors wore 
clever enough to carry on the two pur- 
suits simultaneously.

In other 
words, tho state Is after all wasting 
most of its funds.

On the basis 
of argument advanced money should 
bo spent only on tho.-j who are seek- 
ing Just knowledge, and after all few 
studentj are here primarily for that— 
at least at present. 

The college misses should not be 
criticised. Tlier' ' no more honorable 
profession than seeking a marriage-

—the men will say. Since collego is a 
good place to find both types — mar- 
riageable men and marriageable wo- 
men — tho expenditure ot state f'--ds 
would be worthwhile If all It accom- 
plished was to furnish such a hunting 
ground. 

Yet, universities do more than that. 
They provide a place for sports, for 
recreation, for activities and for 
studies. Culture is not entirely book- 
learning.

(Continued form page one) 
the prices of sliares in the company 
had created a large order of new rich, 
whose wealth was based on the fic- 
titious value of their sliares. When 
these shares fulled to yield any divi- 
dends, they were quickly thrown on 
the market, wlih a resulting gener- 
al collapse. 

Compared With Today 
The speaker'explained that although 
the recent collapse and following dér 
pression appears to resemble that of 
Law, nowadays they aro not nearly 
so disastrous, as governments do noi 
lend themselves to speculation. 

The lecture was held under the aus- 
pices of tho Société des Conferences 
de I'Ecolo des Hautes ' Eîtudes Com- 
merciales.

Mauriec Hindus Discusses 
Properly, Family, And 
Religion 

Itussia, in testing tho three funda- 
mental bases on wliich the "Western 
world rests, has violently destroyed 
private Moporty, and religion which 
has shown tho Innate slrcnglh of the 
family, Muurico Hindus, author of 
"Humanity Uprooted," told ,a large 
audience of students of Columbus Uni- 
versity recently; 

"Russia's attack on religion has 
been highly successful." Mr. Hindus 
staled. "The Uolshevisls make no se- 
cret of tlio fact that they are athe- 
ists — but freedom of worship is per- 
niltlcd, despite :ill recent evidences to 
tho contrary. A definite collapse of 
religion is noticeably. Tho young 
people of Russia aro growing up as 
an atheistic humanity. But tho change 
couhl not Iiavo been so decisive were 
it not for the fact that tho Russian 
poa.^anl never was religious. Religion, 
for him was always an external mat- 
ter. At heart ho always has been pa- 
gan. Tho 'Chrîst-lllte soul' of the Rus- 
sian peasant never prays — because 
the people wore never Indoctrinated 
with tho dogma of tho church. 

"Russia docs not wish to destroy 
the family. She merely insists that 
tho family must sustain itself by Its 
own power — or go to smash. Marriage, 
divorce and alimony difficulties aro 
very simply settled. The Russian wo- 
man and the lovo of tho peasant for 
children arc tho chief factors for tho 
family remaining intact dcsplt* the 
fact that other AVcstcrn ideals go by 
tho board, 

"Russia Is against private property 
and private enterprise," Sir, Hindus 
said, "and has attacked it brutally. It 
has squeezed out private endeavor ao 
that, duu to tho tremendous changes 
that havon taken placo in tho last 
seven months, not a single store is un- 
der private control. 3'rlvalo properly 
private control. I'rlvato properly 
must go— and tho possesors of it are 
outcasts. True, their children may at- 
tend grade schools, but as soon os 
they attempt to enter the higher 
schools they aro refused admission. 
If a child of a properly owner wlsh- 
lo continue ii;s education ho must 
denounce his iiarcnts. 

"Russia's bitter attack against pri- 
vate property lias met with great 
success In llio past year", Mr. Hin- 
dus concluded. "Undoubtedly collec- 
tivism will rule tho country In a very 
short time"

The student chooses tho an- 
swer ho thinks best and punches its 
number on tho machine.- This causes 
the carriage to turn a space and the 
next question is ready to be punched.

A dlsllllallon adapter was then 
constructed wIlli tlio principles em- 
ployed In tlio other pieces of oppara- 
lus, and tt'Y" tube utter tho' inanner 
of a T tube. 

A U tube was next constructed and 
It was oxplaincU that tho difficulty 
was to prevent tho lube from ";ivarp- 
iiig" out of sliai>o. Tho pleco of 
tubing was heated very slowly .lud 
then quickly bent into llio desired 
shape. 

Blowing Bulb 

To ni.Tko a bulb on tho end of n 
tube, Iho tube was first 'drawn out 
into a thin thread, a portion was then 
hontcd and, blowing through tho thin 
end caused perfect sphere to form 
Tho same experiment was then rc- 
iwatcd and by a tricky pleco of work 
ft long balloon shape was blown from 
the end of tho lube. 

An "Insldo seal" was then con- 
structed. Careful heating was necess- 
ary to ensure that tho Joint would be 
solid and that tho Inner tube would 
be straight. 

A spiral condenser w.oa tho final 
piece of work. The end of a long pleco 
of glass was fused crosswiso on an- 
other piece and it was then wound 
around with continual heating. 
Makes Glass Swan 

As a specialty Jlr, Kirn blew a 
glass swan, a beautiful bulb of glass 
with a gracoful neck and head taking 
shape beneath his fingers. 

In concluding, Mr. Rovcy slated 
that glass blowing was not tho easy, 
work it appeared. Jlr. Kirn worked 
for five years without pay before he 
was allowed to niako commercial ar- 
ticles.
